To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kensington  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
In  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Kensington  on  Tuesday,  the  14th  day  of  March, 
next,  at  10:30  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  Vote  by  Ballot:  To  s^e  if  the  Town  wishes  to 
accept  the  additions  to  the  zoning  ordinance  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board.

of  the  Town  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Chapter  33  (Municipal  Finance  Act)  of  New 
Ham.pshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as  amended, 
the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturities,  interest 
rate  or  discount  rate,  the  place  of  payment,  the  form 
and  other  details  of  said  notes  to  be  delegated  to  the 
Selectmen.

to  the  town,  shall  have  a  right  of  way  of  66'  or  33'  each 
side  of  the  center  line  of  the  proposed  road.  No  dwelling 
or  structures  shall  be  built  in  this  right  of  way  includ- 
ing septic  tanks  or  dry  wells.  This  road  shall  be  built 
according  to  good  road  building  practices;  the  top  soil, 
vegetation  and  stumps  shall  be  removed  beneath  the 
road  bed  and  a  layer  of  pervious  material  or  gravel  12" 
deep  and  at  least  18'  wide  shall  be  laid  down  as  a  basic 
road.  The  road  should  be  properly  drained  with  suffi- 
cient drainage  pipes,  and  these  pipes  shall  not  drain 
onto  abutter's  property  without  proper  easement.

KENSINGTON  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Chief's  Annual  Report  —  Year  Ending  1960 

During  the  year  1960  the  Kensington  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  responded  to  11  alarms,  with  an  average 
of  18  men  and  4  officers  reporting  for  duty  at  each. 
These  alarms  are  classified  as  follows: 

Dwellings    6 

Brush  or  Woods    2 

Tractor    1 

Accident   (auto)    1 

Mutual  Aid  (out  of  town)    1 

The  total  value  of  the  property  involved,  excluding 
that  in  Mutual  Aid  c;fcll  was  $80,000,  and  the  estimated 
damage  was  $15,500,  of  which  $5,000  was  covered  by 
insurance. 

In  combating  these  fires  a  total  of  2200'  of  21/2"  hose; 
1400'  of  11/2"  hose;  and  600'  of  Booster  Hose  was  laid 
out  and  used. 

Of  the  above,  the  Exeter  Fire  Department  laid 
1500'  of  2V2"  hose,  and  400'  of  II/2"  hose,  when  called 
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for  assistance  to  the  fire  at  the  Chase  residence.  The 
Kingston  Volunteer  Fire  Dept,  also  responded  to  this 
fire  with  their  large  tanker-truck. 

A  total  of  212  feet  of  ladders  were  raised,  and  some 
65,000  gallons  of  water  was  used  in  extinguishment. 

Since  May  of  1960  7  regular  monthly  drills  and  one 
special  drill  were  held  with  an  average  of  8  men  in 
attendance.  In  addition,  during  the  extremely  heavy 
snow  storm  of  December  12th,  the  Fire  Station  was 
manned  in  order  to  provide  a  quick  response  in  case 
of  emergency. 

During  the  year,  the  Department,  through  the  efforts 
of  its  own  members  plus  gifts  from  public  spirited 
citizens  raised  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  an  addi- 
tional Fire  Engine  of  much  larger  capacity  than  the 
present  equipment.  Also,  a  portion  of  the  bequest  of 
the  late  Esther  Warner  was  used  to  purchase  300'  of 
new  2J/^"  hose  and  50'  of  II/2"  hose.  Gifts  from  other 
Fire  Departments  included  8  Firemens'  Helmets,  6 
Raincoats,  300  feet  of  Booster  Hose,  4  Fire  Axes,  2 
sets  of  Oxygen  Breathing  Apparatus  and  several  mis- 
cellaneous items  were  received  and  are  hereby  grate- 
fully acknowledged. 

The  newly  acquired  Engine  with  its  large  hose  and 
water  tank  capacity,  together  with  its  750  G.P.M. 
pump,  which  is  at  present  being  completely  rebuilt  at 
the  factory,  will  provide  a  much  greater  degree  of  Fire 
protection  than  was  thought  possible  for  many  years. 
The  two  engines  allow  for  more  flexibility  of  operation 
and  bring  us  even  closer  to  our  ultimate  goal  of  se- 
curing a  reduction  in  insurance  rates  in  addition  to  the 
immediate  benefit  of  better  protection  to  life  and  prop- 
erty from  loss  by  fire.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


February  20,  1961 

The  Planning-  Board  has  held  five  regular  monthly 
meetings  during  the  past  year.  At  the  November  meet- 
ing the  Board  adopted  rules  of  procedure  for  the  sub- 
sequent meetings;  stating  that  there  shall  be  monthly 
meetings,  except  during  July  and  August.  These  meet- 
ings are  open  to  the  Public,  as  are  all  records.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  at  the  writ- 
ten request  of  three  members  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  been  interested  in  the  work  done  by 
townspeople  in  conducting  a  survey  of  desired  use  of 
the  South  Hampton,  Kingston,  and  Exeter  telephone 
exchanges.  All  telephone  users  have  been  polled  and 
their  opinions  have  been  given  to  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany in  the  form  of  five  petitions  and  a  letter  indi- 
cating a  proposed  line  on  a  telephone  company  map 
whereby  all  of  Kensington  would  receive  service  from 
the  Exeter  exchange,  with  the  exception  of  the  ex- 
treme southeastern  section  of  the  town  which  makes 
up  the  Towle  Hill,  Horse  Hill  districts.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  telephone  company  will  be  able  to  cooperate 
with  the  requests  of  the  majority  of  the  telephone 
users  in  the  Town. 

Concern  has  been  expressed  by  the  people  of  Ken- 
sington for  the  need  of  subdivisions  control,  and  for 
some  sort  of  frontage,  set-back,  and  side  yard  require- 
ments to  be  added  to  our  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  Board 
has  made  additions  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  with 
these  requirements  in  mind  and  hopes  that  the  people 
will  give  serious  consideration  to  them  in  order  to  pro- 
mote orderly  and  healthy  growth  in  the  Town.

ADDITIONS  TO  THE   ZONING  ORDINANCE  FOR 

THE    TOWN   OF   KENSINGTON    TO    APPEAR    IN 

THE  TOWN  WARRANT,  AND  TO  BE  VOTED  UPON 

BY   BALLOT  AT   TOWN    MEETING,   1961 

ARTICLE  III.  Every  building  lot  shall  have  a  min- 
imum frontage  of  150  feet. 

ARTICLE  IV.  There  shall  be  a  minimum  depth  of 
25  feet  between  the  nearest  right  of  way  and  any  build- 
ing. 

ARTICLE  V.  A  building  or  addition  shall  not  be 
located  nearer  than  ten  feet  of  the  property  lines 
of  any  abutter  and  not  nearer  than  20  feet  from  any 
structure  on  an  abutter's  property. 

ARTICLE  VI.  The  written  approval  of  the  select- 
men, stating  that  the  stipulations  of  this  ordinance 
have  been  met,  must  be  obtained  before  construction  of 
a  residence. 

These  additions  shall  take  affect  upon  their  passage. 

ARTICLE  VII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to

To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington: 

The  school  year  1960-1961  opened  with  the  following 
teaching  staff :

Miss  Elizabeth  Lambert,  Grades  1-2 
Miss  Mary  Shea,  School  Nurse 
Miss  Gemma  Jean,  Assistant  Nurse 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  Music 
Mrs.  Regenia  Matthews,  Art 
Mr.  Harold  Matava,  Handwriting 

This  is  the  same  conscientious  and  experienced  staff 
M^hich  taught  last  year  and  I  believe  Kensington  is  fort- 
unate to  have  them  again  furnishing  the  educational 
training  for  the  girls  and  boys. 

The  favorable  action  of  the  Exeter  School  Board  upon 
the  request  of  the  Kensington  School  Board  to  admit  the 
grade  seven  pupils  from  Kensington'  a  year  earlier  than 
the  completion  date  of  the  high  school  addition  pre- 
vented the  housing  of  some  students  in  temporary 
quarters  this  year.  It  has  also  made  it  possible  to  assign 
two  grades  to  each  classroom  which  gives  each  teacher 
a  more  reasonable  load  in  terms  of  the  number  of 
preparations  and  the  number  of  pupils.  This  action  of 
the  Exeter  Board  is  an  example  of  one  school  district's 
willingness  to  assist  another  district  in  solving  a  prob- 
lem even  if  added  inconvenience  is  the  result.  It  is  this 
kind  of  cooperation  which  I  hope  can  continue  to  exist 
between  districts. 

Mr.   Donald   Elsemore   was   elected  to   the   Helping 
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Teacher  position  last  January  and  I  would  like  to  devote 
a  major  part  of  this  report  to  the  work  which  he  has 
been  doing  especially  as  his  role  is  that  of  Supervisor 
of  Elementary  Education  which  gives  him  the  oppor- 
tunity to  work  with  the  elementary  teachers  and  to 
assist  them  in  their  teaching.  He  reports  as  follows : 

"Parents  of  elementary  school  children  have  cer- 
tainly been  aware  of  a  new  pupil  report  card  this 
year.  Its  adoption  was  the  result  of  much  work  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Helping  Teacher.  Part  of  this  work  took  place  during 
the  summer  vacation  months.  The  Report  Card 
Committee  carefully  studied  a  large  selection  of 
sample  cards  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  They  read 
the  latest  educational  research  on  the  subject.  From 
this  material  and  from  the  many  personal  thoughts 
and  opinions  of  committee  members  came  the  present 
report  card.  Each  portion  of  the  card  evolved  only 
after  much  thought  and  deliberation,  discussion  and 
revision.  The  new  card  attempts  to  grade  the  child 
in  two  ways:  (1)  According  to  prescribed  grade 
standards  —  this  appears  necessary  if  pupil  marks 
are  to  have  definite  meaning  to  parents,  teachers  and 
school  officials.  (2)  According  to  the  ability  of  the 
child  —  we  all  know  that  children  differ  in  their 
ability  to  learn.  It  is  quite  impossible  for  all  children 
to  achieve  at  the  same  level  regardless  of  effort.  Thus 
a  mark  based  on  individual  ability  and  effort  seems 
in  keeping  with  sound  principles  of  child  development. 

"The  combination  of  these  two  marks  gives  a  much 
clearer  picture  of  each  child  than  did  the  former 
undefined  single  mark. 

"The  purpose  of  marking  is  to  help  each  child 
achieve  to  the  very  best  of  his  ability.  It  also  serves 
to  help  parents  better  understand  their  child's  school 
progress  so  that  they  may  offer  the  right  kind  of 
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parental  assistance.  This  card  attempts  to  fulfill 
these  objectives.  Although  the  perfect  report  card 
may  never  be  invented,  we  feel  that  this  new  card  is 
certainly  a  step  in  the  right  direction  in  the  evalua- 
tion of  pupil  progress. 

"Another  project  now  in  progress  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Helping  Teacher  is  the  development  of  a 
curriculum  guide  for  the  elementary  arithmetic  pro- 
gram, TTiis  is  a  year-long  project  which  involves  a 
great  deal  of  work  on  the  part  of  all  participants. 
The  purpose  of  the  guide  is  to  outline  the  arithmetic 
concepts  to  be  taught  in  each  grade  and  to  offer 
suggestions  for  improving  the  quality  of  its  teaching. 
Mr.  George  Cunningham,  N.  H.  State  Director  of 
Mathematics,  is  serving  as  the  mathematical  consul- 
tant to  the  group. 

"The  result  of  this  work  should  serve  as  a  valuable 
aid  to  both  old  and  new  teachers  in  their  arithmetic 
teaching.  It  should  also  help  to  standardize  instruc- 
tion throughout  the  supervisory  union  so  that  all 
youngsters  may  enter  high  school  with  the  benefit  of 
a  common  mathematical  background.  The  group  work 
involved  in  the  formation  of  the  guide  has  also  been 
of  great  value  in  the  coordination  of  teacher  thinking. 

"These  two  projects  have  been  given  as  examples 
of  the  type  of  work  done  by  the  Helping  Teacher. 
Daily  work  is  greatly  varied  and  includes  many  other 
activities.  Any  task  which  might  serve  to  promote 
the  highest  of  educational  standards  in  the  commun- 
ity might  well  be  tackled  by  the  Helping  Teacher." 

Kensington  continues  to  be  eligible  for  Federal  Aid 
under  Public  Law  874  and  for  the  school  year  1958- 
1959  received  $1,566.00.  To  date  the  first  payment  for 
the  year  1959-1960  has  been  received  in  the  amount  of 
$1,491.00.  An  application  for  1960-1961  has  been  for- 
warded. 
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As  a  result  of  the  vote  of  the  district  last  March  to 
enter  into  a  contract  agreement  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  with  the  Exeter  School  District,  the  problem  of 
adequate  housing  for  the  junior  and  senior  high  school 
pupils  would  appear  to  be  very  satisfactorily  resolved. 

The  m-atter  of  additional  housing  for  grades  1-6 
should  be  given  serious  consideration. 

As  a  matter  of  public  information  on  days  when  there 
is  to  be  no  school  due  to  inclement  weather  an  announce- 
ment will  be  made  over  the  Dover  radio  station  WTSN, 
1270  on  the  dial,  starting  at  6:45  A.M.  and  over  the 
Portsmouth  station  WHEB,  750  on  the  dial,  starting  at 
7:15  A.M.  during  December  and  January  and  at  6:45 
A.M.  during  the  other  months  of  the  year. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  deserves  credit  for 
its  contribution  to  the  educational  needs  of  the  school. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which 
follow. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  appreci- 
ation to  the  citizens,  the  members  of  the  School  Board 
and  the  teachers  for  their  continued  support  and  co- 
operation.

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REPORT  OF 
SUPERVISORY  UNION  RETARDED  CLASS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Supervisory  Union  Class  went  into  its  second 
year  last  September  with  an  enrollment  of  fourteen 
children — 8  boys  and  6  girls.  The  chronological  age 
range  is  11  to  16,  and  the  physical  size,  needs  and  abil- 
ities show  a  like  span. 

The  practical  approach  to  all  subject  matter  is  used 
continuously.  Where  it  is  at  all  feasible,  we  experience 
personally  the  problems  we  are  studying.  Real  money  is 
used,  trips  are  taken,  kitchen  duties  are  performed. 
Government  in  action  has  a  new  meaning,  because  Gov- 
ernor Powell  himself  has  welcomed  the  group  and  has 
kept  in  contact  with  the  class. 

This  is  a  year  of  great  academic  achievement.  There 
are  four  major  groupings  in  the  room  in  the  areas  of 
reading  and  arithmetic.  Teams  are  used  and  child  helps 
child.  As  in  the  preceding  year,  we  use  frequently  class 
time  for  oral  discussions.  We  have  in  common  the  need 
to  talk  and  express  our  thoughts  and  feelings. 

The  life  of  the  Union  Class  is  very  busy  and  full.  We 
are  fortunate  to  have  the  Supervisors  of  Music,  Art, 
and  Physical  Education  with  us  each  week.  Their  in- 
terest and  understanding  is  commendable.  We  are  en- 
joying and  deriving  great  benefits  this  year  from  the 
Television  lesson  which  we  attend.  New  Hampshire 
History  is  coming  alive  to  us  and  Natural  Science  is  a 
facinating  course. 

Boy  Scout  Troop  322  and  Girl  Scout  Troop  588  are 
very  active  this  year.  Each  group  meets  weekly  on  dif- 
ferent days  with  their  leaders.  The  boys  are  working 
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on  their  First  Class  Badges  and  the  girls  are  working 
on  their  Good  Grooming  Badges. 

The  children  and  I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  inter- 
est shown  and  opportunities  afforded  us.  This  is  a  good 
year.

Organized  Educational  Activities:       A  desired  goal,  but  due  to 
ever  increasing  demands  of  the  nurses  in  areas  of  emotional 
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problems,  physical  needs,  etc.  this  is  only  touched  upon  lightly. 
We  hope  to  be  able  to  construct  a  plan  to  fulfill  this  much 
needed  health  phase  in  the  future. 

School  health  services  comprise  those  procedures  de- 
signed to  determine  the  health  status  of  the  child,  to 
enlist  the  child's  interest  in  protecting  and  safe-guard- 
ing his  health,  to  help  parents  to  understand  their 
children's  health  needs,  and  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  provide  suitable  treatment  for  disease  and  correction 
of  physical  defects. 

It  is  recognized  that  the  school  provides  only  a  part 
of  the  total  experience  of  the  child.  He  lives  in  a  home 
in  a  community  and  has  a  multitude  of  daily  exper- 
iences, not  directed  by  the  school,  which  affect  his  health 
behavior.  The  cooperative  action  of  the  school,  home 
and  community  is  essential  if  the  most  effective  type  of 
health  direction  is  to  be  developed. 

Communication  with  communities  through  PTA's  and 
other  civic  organizations  has  ignited  an  interest  in  our 
children  which  continues  to  grow.  We  look  ahead  and 
continue  building  a  healthier  future  and  improved  living 
for  our  children.
